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ABOUT OUR DIOCESE 


The Archdiocese of St. Louis is 178 parishes encompassing the City of St. Louis and 10 
surrounding counties — a large and diverse territory: urban, suburban and rural. 


Our local church has been declining for several decades as older Catholics die and 
there are insufficient number of young Catholics to take their place. 


This is best exemplified by the significant decline in the number of births and baptisms in 
our diocese. 


As our Catholic population has moved from the city to the near suburbs and from the 
near suburbs to the farther out suburbs, this has resulted in too few priests in large 
parishes and too many priests in small parishes. 


Our diocesan priests are aging and number of priests to serve our Catholic population is 
declining. 


Over the past decade, Mass attendance has been on a steady decline. The long-term 
implications of COVID are unknown, but the rebound in Mass attendance from 2020 to 
2021 still leaves us 25% below pre-COVID levels.

OUR PRIESTS ARE AGING 


35% of our diocesan priests (74 
priests) serving in parishes are 65 
years of age or older. 


These 74 priests could retire in the 
next 10 years. 


Though priests' retirement age is 75, 
the average of retirement for our 
diocesan priests has been 71. 


By 2026, we will have fewer diocesan 
priests to serve in parishes than the 
number of parishes we have. 


Our largest parishes will still need to 
be served by 2-3 priests.

ABOUT OUR PLANNING AREA 


* The planning area is in St. Louis City. The geography of this area is defined by 
three Interstates (64, 44 and 70), the Mississippi River and the St. Louis County 
border at the southern boundary. 


* Located in the South City deanery. There are 17 parishes (9 territorial and 8 
personal), two chapels, and one oratory. Four elementary schools are in this 
planning area. Currently there are 15 diocesan and 14 order priests assigned to 
this group. 


* Clusters of parishes and church buildings are a short distance from each other. 


OUR PLANNING AREA IS VERY DIVERSE AND INCREASING IN 
IMMIGRANT POPULATIONS 


After declining for several decades, total population in the planning area in the 
2020 census was up 196 from 2010. 


The racial/ethnic profile of this area reflects a growing Hispanic population (now 
796), a stable black population (3496 - which includes African immigrants), a stable 
white population (4996 - which includes Bosnians), and a growing Asian population. 


As the population has become increasingly diverse, now only 10% of the 
population is registered Catholic, which is lower than the Diocesan average of 
18%. 


With the number of personal parishes and chapels, a significant number of 
Catholics live outside the planning area. 


Median household income in the area is $46,795 which is below the archdiocesan 
average of $60,700.

OUR PLANNING AREA CATHOLIC SCHOOL 
ENROLLMENT IS DECLINING 


The four elementary schools in this planning area have 906 children enrolled in 
Catholic elementary schools, down 19% from 5 years ago. Only one school has 
over 200 students. 


The Catholic schools in this area are very diverse, drawing students from a wide 
area, and drawing minority and non-Catholic students. 


The number of students going to Catholic elementary schools from the parishes 
in the planning area is 876. 


There were 246 students enrolled in PSR in 2021, down 3096 from 5 years 
earlier. 153 of those students came from two personal parishes serving Hispanic 
and Vietnamese Catholics.

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e St. Stephen Protomartyr parish, founded in 
1926, is in the Holly Hills neighborhood of 
South City, an area with both large and 
small homes. In 2005, the restructuring of 
the South City Deanery gave St. Stephen 
parish the territory of two other parishes: 

St. Boniface and Sts. Mary & Joseph. The 
335 households of the two merged parishes 
only increased St. Stephen by 120 
households. St. Boniface property was sold 
and Sts. Mary & Joseph church was 
retained as a chapel under the responsibility 
of St. Stephen parish until 2022 when the 
chapel was closed to be sold. 


* The parish has just over 500 households 
and 175 students in the parish school. The 
current church was opened in 1962 and 
seats 400.

* The parish area is diverse both racially and socio-economically 


* The parish is experiencing a decline in parish membership and Mass attendance. 


e The parish is experiencing a decline in offertory and reserves and is investing in the 
school at a level higher than recommended. 


OUR PARISH AREA IS DIVERSE - ECONOMICALLY STABLE AROUND OUR 
CHURCH, NOT SO TO THE SOUTH & EAST 


e The St. Stephen parish area has experienced over the past several decades a 
slightly declining number of households and a declining population. 


* Asthe population has become more diverse with increasing numbers of minorities 
and immigrants, there tends to be a slight undercount in the population. 
e The diversity of the population is exemplified by the growth of the black population to 25% 
and Hispanic population to 896. 


* The age demographic has remained somewhat stable as the white population has 
aged and newer minority populations tend to be younger. 


* Median household income of $46,500 is well below the Archdiocesan average of 
$60,700. 
e This is misleading because the area around the parish is much more affluent and the areas 
to the east and south of the parish are much poorer. 


e Only 1396 of the resident population is Catholic below the archdiocesan average of 
18%.

The parish is aging as funerals are much 
higher than baptisms. 


The number of baptisms have been fairly 
stable over the past few years, but not 
nearly enough to maintain the school 
without enrolling students from other 
parishes or increasing non-Catholic 
enrollment.. 


Parish school enrollment has been on a 
decline in recent years while parishioner 
children had been stable until the last two 
years. 


The increase in enrollment in 2014 was 
due to the closing of Immaculate Heart of 
Mary and St. John the Baptist schools. 


As Catholic families in the city generally do
